has been established for the dissemination of FBI information and 
documents to your staff. We seek your approval of this process, 
or instead we request that you suggest alternatives to our 
proposals. 

Before describing the dissemination procedures, two 
categories of FBI documents must be defined. As explained in / 
detail below, the dissemination procedures will differ between 
these two categories of documents. The first category consists 
of those documents directly related to your inquiry. As you /• 
know, we have given the oodename "Front Door" to the FBI ' 

investigation corresponding to yours. Since your appointment, 
the "Front Door" investigation has consisted of investigation 
conducted by the FBI at your request and administrative actions 
taken by the FBI to support your investigation. The second, much 
broader category of documents consists of all other FBI 
documents, computer printouts and information. 

I note prior to explaining the dissemination procedures 
that no distinction will be drawn in releasing information 
between the FBI Agents and support personnel and the non-FBI 
attorneys on your staff. The FBI personnel will be given no_^_ 
greater or freer access to FBI records and information than the 
attorneys.

^Ulresults of FBI investigation conducted at your request are 
—photocopied as soon as they are received at FBI Headquarters 
(FBIHQ) and are provide to your staff on the same day they are 
received at FBIHQ. Your staff are given the originals of FD-302s 
-(investigative reports), interview notes, executed subpoenas and 








■ot^ber items of evidentiary value. We keep careful track of all 
documents released to you and letters documenting these releases 
are being sent to you on a biweekly basis. 

Dissemination of the other broad category of documents 
Mill be handled somm-^hat differently. As stated, this other 
category consists of all FBI documents not captioned "Front 
Door". This category Is not actually as universal as the 
definition indicates in that, in practical terms, the documents 
actually released to you will normally fall within one of throe 
categories. Those categories are described as follows; 

(A) Files for other FBI investigations vjbich your 
staff identifies through searches of FBI indices. Typically, a 
De-Bbor of your staff will ^isk that an Indices search be performed 
concerning a particular person or business. If a file is 
Identified through the search, a request is made to review the 
file, 

(B) Documents concerning other FBI investigations 
referred to your staff on our own initiative. Instructions tiavs 
been Issued to all FBI field offices and legal attaches directing 
that Blatters possibly relevant to your inquiry be referred to 
FBIHQ for dissemination to you. As a result, we arc providing 
you t!?ith documents containing information derived from other 
investigations which may be relevant to your inquiry. Of course, 
v;o have no means of determining whether this information Is 
actually relevant to your inquiries since we do not know the 
exact parameters of your investigation. Thus, wo may at times 
refer information to you not really pertinent to your 
investigation. 

(C) Results of computer data bases checks. Up to this 
point in time, we have been perforraing only checks of General and 
Electronic Surveillance indices for you._^ A system was recently 
initiated, however, whereby checks will bo performed on your 
behalf of various FBI computer data bases. In some cases, these 
checks will result in computer printouts containing identifying 
data and other Information about persons or businesses of 
interest to your staff. 

The FBI recognises that the Ethics in Governraent Act 
provides you wide and relatively free access to documents and 
information in our possession. Be are making every effort to 
insure you receive all relevant FBI information. Nonetheless, it 
is possible that information of valuo to you may come into our 
possession through Bisans which must remain secret within our 
organisation. To release information regarding these sources and 
investigative techniques could jeopardise our abilities to 





■fafistion in the areas for which we are principally respoasibl©. 

Df particular concern arc the strong pledges of confidentiality 
we sake tc our informants and the need to protect secsitivo 
methods and sources used in gathering national security 
information. 

Therefore, prior to the release to you of documents or 
information falling in categories A~C above, a quick revievi will 
be made to determine if any portion of the docusaonts or 
information should be? withhold. If a decision is made to 
withhold information, we will describe the general nature of the 
information withheld and our rationale for withholding the 
information will be fully explained. Should our rationale not 
satisfy you, or should you believe you must have access to the 
withheld information, I will personally resolve the situation 
through discussions with you and your staff. 

A.3 stated, wo will provide a general description of the 
information withheld so that you and your staff can assess 
whether the withheld information would be of value to you. If 
these descriptions arc not sufficiently complete or detailed, 
advise me and further inforiBatton will be provided if at all 
possible. 

We have two further requests with respect to 
dissemination of FBI information to you. First, I request that 
you advise me in writing if you beoosc aware through your receipt 
of FBI Information or by other means that a particular FBI 
investigation should properly be conducted by your staff since it 
falls within your mandate. Second, I request tnat you consult 
with the FBI prior to any further dissemination of our documents 
or the use of our doouffisnts in prosecution or litigation. 
Hopefully, appropriate coordination will preclude any potential 
disclosure of, or harm to, intelllgenoc sources and aotivitias or 
other sensitive FBI information. 

Finally, I request that you express your concurrence 
with the dissemination procedures outlined above in a return 
letter. Alternatively, I invite you to propose other procedures 
through a return letter or meetings between your staff and me.

The staff of the Independent Counsel has indicated that 
the Independent Counsel will also assume jurisdiction over a 
pending FBI investigation concerning the allegation that some of 
the money generated by the Iran arms sales went to a conservative 
political action committee. This investigation stems from an 
article appearing in the Lowell Sun . The investigation is titled 
"Unsubs; Possible Illegal Campaign Contributions to the National 
Endowment for the Preservation of Liberty; Election Laws; 

00: WPO." Instructions have been Issued to halt this 

investigation but the Independent Counsel has not provided a 
letter stating his intention to assume jurisdiction over this 
case. 


Insofar as can be determined, neither the Department 
nor the Independent Counsel has officially advised the FBI in 
writing of the FBI cases over which the Independent Counsel has 
taken jurisdiction or those cases over which he has declined 
jurisdiction. Obviously, we should know which FBI cases have 
been taken over by the Independent Counsel. However, it is also 
Important that we know which cases he has decided do not fall 
within his mandate. The FBI can vigorously pursue these cases 
without fear that we are somehow jeopardizing his investigation. 
Field offices conducting these investigations and FBIHQ units 
supervising them have been in frequent contact with the PCU to 
determine if their cases are directly related to the Independent 
Counsel’s investigation and whether Information from the cases 
should be disseminated to the Independent Counsel’s staff. We 
can eliminate much of this work and doubt if the Department tells 
us which investigations the Independent Counsel has no Interest 
in.
